The  Special 
lucation  department  at  the  Education  center  on  Walnut  to  street  separated  into  two  departments  at  Newton  North  and  Newton  South 
d  fused  with  the  New  Start  program  at  North  to  allow  lor  shared  resources  as  well  as  to  share  ideas  at  department  meetings.  The  change 
^  allowed  for  supervisors  to  work  daily  with  the  Special  Education  staff  to  insure  maximum  academic  opportunities  for  students. 
Other  programs  that  aid  teachers  are  interdisciplinary  programs  between  the  Special  Education  department  and  the  English,  History, 
ath,  and  Science  departments.  These  classes  are  taught  by  team  teaching,  so  that  Special  Education  teachers  share  the  responsibilities 
the  class  with  teachers  from  other  departments.

Anna  Deavere  Smith's  innovative  play  based  on  the 
1991  Crown  Heights  riot  went  up  in  Lasker  Audito- 
rium in  January.  Composed  of  29  monologues,  Deavere 
Smith's  work  examines  the  strife  between  the  African- 
American  and  Hasidic  communities  in  Brooklyn  that 
led  to  the  rioting  six  years  ago. 

The  entire  script  of  Fires  in  the  Mirror  is  drawn  from 
interviews  Deavere  Smith  conducted  with  eyewitnesses 
and  community  leaders,  as  well  as  with  more  promi- 
nent figures  such  as  Ntozake  Shange,  Angela  Davis  and 
Al  Sharpton. 

As  part  of  Theatre  Ink's  Drama  Training  Institute, 
Deavere  Smith's  play  was  originally  produced  at  North 
during  the  summer  of  1996  under  the  direction  of 
Boston  College  High  School  teacher  Adrian  Hernandez. 

As  this  production's  director,  English  teacher  Tom 
DePeter  cast  students  without  regard  to  race  or  sex,  in 
the  belief  that  actors  should  not  limit  their  repertoire  of 
characters  according  to  the  color  of  their  skin  or  their 
gender.

The  Newtonite,  which  is  published  biweekly,  cov- 
ers events  both  in  the  school  and  outside  the 
school  community.  In  a  regular  issue,  The 
Newtonite  s  coverage  includes  school  sports,  arts, 
and  news,  as  well  as  local  news  that  affects  the 
school  community. 

Continuing  a  long  tradition  of  excellence.  The 
Newtonite  was  the  recipient  of  the  Silver  Crown 
award  this  year.  The  award,  presented  by  the 
Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association,  recog- 
nizes outstanding  journalism.
